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School board OKs $23M building plan 

Proposal would renovate high, middle schools, build $7 million Phoenix Academy

The Anderson County 
Board of Education unani¬ 
mously approved a draft facili¬ 
ties plan that includes $23 
million in proposed spending 
during its meeting Monday 
night. 

A mixture of priorities 
and wish list, the meat of the 
plan focuses on the next four 


years and includes spending 
$700,000 for six additional 
classrooms at the yet-to-be- 
opened new Early Childhood 
Center; a $5 million renova¬ 
tion to the high school and a 
$2.5 million renovation to the 
middle school. 

Those projects are slated 
to be done between now and 
2014. 

While approved Monday, 


the plan still requires a public 
hearing, which is scheduled 
for 5:30 p.m. June 7 at the 
school board facility on US 127 
Bypass. 

Lower on the priority list is 
a new Phoenix Academy, used 
primarily for students who 
receive in-school suspension. 
The plan calls for a new build¬ 
ing that will house 150 stu¬ 
dents at a cost of $6.9 million,

and a $3.5 million renovation 
to Saffell Street Elementary 
School at a cost of $300,000. 
Both of those projects were to 
be scheduled after 2014. 

The plan also calls for a

The daycare worker fired earli¬ 
er this month for allegedly being 
drunk while feeding babies is 
now facing a second public intoxi¬ 
cation charge along 
with three misde¬ 
meanor counts of 
endangering the 
welfare of a child. 

Gina York, 35, 
of 101 Saffell St, 
was arrested May 7 
after the owners of 
Cradle to Crayons 
Daycare smelled alcohol on her 
breath and noticed her falling 
asleep while feeding children in 
the nursery. 

The following day she was 
arrested again, this time while 
trying to cross Glensboro Road 
near Saffell Street. 

According to a police report on

Victim claims 
rape while 
trading sex 
for drugs 

Woman says Waford continued 
after she told him to stop

A Lawrenceburg woman who police say 
admitted offering sex in exchange for drugs 
is claiming that the man who allegedly 
provided the drugs raped and 
sodomized her. 

Shelby Truman Waford 
Jr, 28, of 1375 Gilbert’s Creek 
Road, Lawrenceburg is 
charged with first-degree 
rape, first-degree sodomy and 
drug-related charges, accord¬ 
ing to court documents. 

He was taken to the Shelby 
County Detention Center before being 
released on a $50,000 surety bond. 

The charges stem from an April 8 
encounter during which the woman told 
police she went to see Waford at 1576 Har- 
rodsburg Road, Lot 7. 

In his report, Trooper Christopher Mar¬ 
tin said the woman said she “went to the 
residence of her own free will,” and that 
Waford “provided drugs to her in trade for

Obama loses here to uncommitted’ 

Only other choice on ballot hands president 55-45 defeat More resu i ts

Anderson County Repub¬ 
licans did as expected in 
Tuesday’s primary and 
overwhelmingly carried 
incumbent state Rep. Kim 
King (R-Harrodsburg) and 
congressional hopeful Andy 
Barr (R-Lexington) into their 
fall races. 

Democrats, however, 
appeared to send a strong 
message of disapproval to 
President Obama, who lost 
badly — 55 to 45 percent 


— to the word “uncommit¬ 
ted” on the local ballot. 

“Uncommitted” received 
854 votes, easily outpolling 
Obama, who received 703. 

Statewide results were 
not in as of press time, 
and all results listed here 
remained unofficial. 

King, who unseated Kent 
Stevens (D-Lawrenceburg) 
in 2010, ran unchallenged in 
Tuesday’s primary despite 
several other names appear¬ 
ing on the ballot. 

King temporarily lost the

chance to run for her seat 
during a redistricting effort 
earlier this year, but chal¬ 
lenged the new district lines 
in court and eventually won. 

Before that happened, 
though, several local Repub¬ 
licans and one from Mercer 
County filed. They later 
withdrew their names, but 
not until after Tuesday’s 
ballot was certified.

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School budget approved, includes $500,000 in pay increases

The Anderson County 
Board of Education on Mon¬ 
day unanimously approved a 
tentative budget that calls for 
around $750,000 in additional 
spending in its 2012-13 budget. 

The budget, which now 
heads to the state for approval 
but doesn’t become official 
until September, includes 


$500,000 in salary and benefits 
increases for staff, despite a 
similar amount of reduction in 
SEEK funds. 

It also would leave the 
district below the amount of 
money the state recommends 
it has in contingency funding, 
which concerned board chair¬ 
man Roger McDowell. 

McDowell, who voted to 
approve the tentative bud¬ 
get, said he’s “not inclined” to 


approve a tax increase later 
this year to make up the dif¬ 
ference. 

The additional salary and 
benefits includes a step and 
salary increase for employees. 

The board also approved 
purchasing 60 laptop comput¬ 
ers for the new ECC building 
at a cost of $35,000, along with 
32 laptops for the middle 
school at a cost of nearly 
$18,000. 


It also approved new play¬ 
grounds at the new Early 
Childhood Center at a cost of 
$102,000. Those playgrounds 
were not included in the plans 
for the new building, and the 
board requested donations to 
help cover the costs. 

The PTO has donated 
$16,000 toward the project, and 
the board plans to use $40,000 
in preschool tuition funds 
toward the project, as well. 


The balance will be pulled 
from a contingency fund set 
aside for the building at a 
cost of $46,000, leaving what 
Superintendent Sheila Mitch¬ 
ell said will be around $30,000 
in that fund. The board also 
obtained a grant for rubber 
mulch, and will cover $16,000 
of the cost.

new $1.3 million bus garage, 
which could be scheduled at 
any time. 

Discretionary projects 
include $6 million in spend¬ 
ing for a multi-purpose ath¬ 
letic field house that would 
include, among other things, a 
swimming pool, and a $200,000 
agricultural training/show 
pavilion. 

The priority plan to reno¬ 
vate the high school includes 
a host of fixes to the portion of 
the building that dates back 
to 1967. It calls for replacing 
doors, hardware, windows, 
floors, ceiling and technology 


infrastructure hardware. It 
would bring that portion of 
the building into compliance 
with ADA; renovate locker 
rooms in the original gym; 
replace the heating and air 
system, including the original 
boilers and chillers, and other 
projects. 

The priority plan for the 
middle school could include 
fixing water and air leaks, 
ADA compliance issues, light¬ 
ing, heating and air and kitch¬ 
en equipment. 

It would also replace water 
heaters with a geothermal 
system. 

Other renovations to be 
completed by 2014 are at each 
of the district’s elementary 
schools. Saffell Street would 
need $150,000 to upgrade rest¬ 


rooms and drinking fountains 
to ADA standards, along with 
door hardware 
and interior 
and playground 
ramps. 

Turner 
($75,000) and 
Ward ($25,000) 
elementary 
schools need 
sidewalks and 
ramps for stu¬ 
dent access to playgrounds. 

Derek Shouse, the district’s 
director of pupil services, led 
the discussion Monday and 
said the district is required 
to have a four-year facilities 
plan in place, and that the cur¬ 
rent plan was unanimously 
approved 14 members of a 
19-person committee that 


includes district employees 
and residents.

and Spencer counties,” 
she said. 

Brian Stivers, chair¬ 
man of the Anderson 
County Democrat Party, 
could not be reached for 
comment Tuesday night. 

Barr easily defeated 
two other Republicans 
on Tuesday, securing 
652 votes for the right to 
square off this fall with 
incumbent Congressman 
Ben Chandler (D-Ver¬ 
sailles). 

Barr, who lost to Chan¬ 


dler by just a handful 
of votes in 2010, seemed 
confident following 
Tuesday’s results. 

“In 2010, in the third- 
closest congressional race 
in the country, the peo¬ 
ple of the Sixth Congres¬ 
sional District gave Ben 
Chandler a real wake- 
up call - but he slept 
through the alarm,” Barr 
said in a news release.

ment, job-killing agenda.” 

Republicans also 
overwhelmingly sup¬ 
ported Mitt Romney in 
Tuesday’s primary, cast¬ 
ing 520 votes for him vs. 
138 for Ron Paul, 93 for 
Rick Santorum and 71 
for Newt Gingrich. 

Turnout was expected 
to be light Tuesday, and 
it was. 

Of 16,229 registered 
voters, only 2,460 hit the 


polls, a meager 15.6 per¬ 
cent, according to Coun¬ 
ty Clerk Jason Denny. 

Denny said all pre¬ 
cinct returns were in by 
7:15 p.m., just an hour 
after polls closed. 

Anderson’s results 
were the fifth fast¬ 
est recorded among 
Kentucky’s 120 counties, 
according to Denny.

Along 
with rape and sodomy, 
Waford is charged with 
first-degree possession of 
a controlled substance; 
prescription not in 
original container; and 
first-degree conspiracy 
to traffic a controlled 
substance.

Mention of tax increase 
dampens spending spree 

T he dollars being discussed were in the millions, and flashed 
across the school board’s dazzling array of big-screen TV 
monitors faster than Facebook’s stock price fell on its sec¬ 
ond day of trading. 

The school board never blinked Monday night while hearing 
about an eye-popping plan that calls for spending in excess of $23 
million in proposed building plans and improvements. 

Or, get this, spending about $35,000 on 60 new laptop computers 
for kindergarten — yes, you read that correctly — kindergarten 
students. Perhaps that’s why high school students from families 
that can afford to buy their lunches are forced to pay a “student 
fee” to have textbooks. 

Oh, it was a veritable spending spree Monday night, no doubt, 
and everybody there was accordingly jazzed. 

How about $700,000 for additional rooms for a school building 
(ECC) that hasn’t even opened? No problem! 

A hundred-plus grand for playgrounds the board forgot to 
include for that building? Sure! 

Seven million dollars for a new 150-seat building to house stu¬ 
dents who get booted out of regular classes? 

Six million dollars for a new athletic field house that includes, 

wait for it, a new pool? 

Tens of thousands more to update 
the Turner and Ward elementary 
buildings, both of which are only a 
few years old? 

Yes, yes and once again, yes! 

We could go on to mention $5 mil¬ 
lion to renovate the recently reno¬ 
vated high school; $2.5 million to fix 
leaky roofs at the recently renovated 
(and not very old) middle school; and 
$1.3 million for a new bus garage, but 
we think you get the picture. 

And, when the board did actually 
speak, we learned that the costs for 
the new facilities being proposed 
don’t even include the cost of land on 
which they will sit. 

Then there was the (supposedly) tentative budget that drew 
but one concerned comment that left the rest of the board — and 
a gaggle of the board’s supplicants — noticeably on edge. More on 
that in a moment. 

In a matter of minutes, the board listened to its finance officer 
outline a budget that will burn off roughly $300,000 in contin¬ 
gency funds, increase staff salaries and benefits a cool half a mil¬ 
lion and increase overall spending just short of $750,000. 

That plan was unanimously approved despite the fact that it 
will leave the district with around $2 million in cash, well below 
the contingency amount recommended by the state. 

(Sidebar: That amount of cash on hand is eerily similar to the 
amount of cash the public library has on hand, despite having a 
budget that is but one 20th as large. Hmm.) 

That little hiccup, though, was enough to finally get a board 
member to speak — can’t upset the state, now, can we? Board 
chairman Roger McDowell broke the silence and said that being a 
full percentage point under the recommended amount “concerns” 
him because it leaves the district with but two months of operat¬ 
ing cash. 

Then he uttered a comment that let the air plum out of the 
proposed spending party that seemed as though it might never 
end. 

“I’m not inclined to support a tax increase to raise that contin¬ 
gency,” McDowell said. 

McDowell could have shouted “Fire!” instead and cast less of a 
pall over the room. 

But, hey, don’t sweat it. The finance officer reassured the rest 
of the “can you believe he brought that up?” school board that 
the budget is far from final and can be changed all the way into 
September. See? No worries! 

That brought the party back to life, and the board, without so 
much as a peep, blithely approved a new salary schedule that will 
cost “only” around $500,000. 

At least the meeting ended on a positive note, right?

harles Marcum was a 
truck driver. He discov¬ 
ered he was ill and had 
to retire. 

He lost his home and was 
living under a bridge in Lex¬ 
ington. By the time anyone 
got to him with help, his leg 
was diseased from diabetes 
and had to be removed. Brad¬ 
ford Square nursing home 
in Frankfort Kentucky took 
him in last October, and a 
group from Mount Vernon 
Baptist Church in Waddy 
started an outreach program. 
In that outreach, they per¬ 
form a full church service 
every Sunday at 2:30 p.m. 

Charles visited almost 
every one of them. 

Two weeks ago, Charles 
was informed that he had 
cancer and roughly one 
month to live. The associate 
minister of evangelism, Josh 
Rucker, tried several times 
to visit with Mr. Marcum. 
Almost every time, Charles 
was asleep or too incoherent 
to know what was going on. 

Brother Josh finally 
caught Mr. Marcum on a 
day when he was himself. 
Though he was in an incred¬ 
ible amount of pain, he still 
agreed to let Brother Josh 
pray with him.

Busy or not, now s not the time to ignore your plants 


W hat a busy time of year. The 
seniors are graduating, sum¬ 
mer trips and 

camps are planned and you 
have a multitude of out¬ 
door chores piling up. 

It’s a dangerous time to 
let things slide in the gar¬ 
den. 

The insects of the world 
are out in full force looking 
to feed, and your garden is 
the equivalent to a brand 
new all-you-can-eat diner. 

This is not the time to 
ignore your plants. It’s a 
time to prepare your arse¬ 
nal of battle and begin using it. 


Potatoes are the first to show evi¬ 
dence of the insect invasion and Colo¬ 
rado potato beetles are the main culprit. 
The trouble with potato beetles is that 
they don’t just hit potatoes and they 
have adapted to almost all insecticides. 
Sevin dust is more of a condiment to 
them, like salt or pepper, than a pesti¬ 
cide. The beetles have become immune 
to many controls. 

So, what’s a gardener to do? First, 
plants some marigolds, dill or fennel on 
the edge of the patch. These will attract 
the beetle away from your potato 
plants. Then, walk around with a small 
bucket or large jar of soapy water and 
knock those bugs into it. 

Floating row covers help lower the 


numbers of these pests. Laying down 
newspapers and straw mulch help even 
more. The straw makes it more difficult 
for the beetles to find the plant and feed 
off of it. 

You can use liquid sprays that have 
pyrethroids in them, but that’s only 
effective for the young larvae. You can 
use (one of my favorites) a smelly onion 
and garlic mix that will help with all 
stages of the bug. Just chop a large onion 
(2 cups) and 3/4 cup of fresh garlic (or 
the jar stuff) and put it into a gallon jug 
of water. 

Let it ferment in the sun for a day. 
The day in the sun helps to change the 
pH balance and make it more effective.

Lawrenceburg man tracked down after escaping from Walmart

A Lawrenceburg man was jailed 
and held without bond last week on 
charges that he stole items from a Har¬ 
rodsburg store before leading police on 
a chase that lasted nearly half an hour. 

Corey Lynn Hopper, 22, of 1408 Riley 
Road, was spotted on surveillance 
video shoplifting $44 worth of items 
from a Walmart store and was detained 
by store employees, according to a

Strain out the pieces, add a 
teaspoon of vegetable oil, and 
then spray the entire plant. 

Another easy foliar spray 
is made with peroxide. Add 1 


tablespoon of hydrogen perox¬ 
ide to 1 gallon of water. You’ll 
have to repeat after a rain. 
Sprays should be used in the 
early morning before the sun 
gets too hot. If you don’t have 
time to make these weapons, 
try dusting the plant with 
baby powder or diatomaceous 
earth. 


Hand picking them off is 
probably the most effective, 
yet time consuming of all the 
methods. Plants that have 
been effected by these bugs 
will benefit from a “booster 
shot” of chamomile tea. This 
tea is helpful for any plants 
that seem sick or just weak. 
I’ve taken to making a gallon 


at a time, using six bags of tea. 
Spray the sick plant once a 
week. 

You still have time to get 
plants out. Summer officially 
arrives June 20 and it’s going 
to be a long one. Go ahead and 
plant something or every¬ 
thing. 

Remember to get your fenc¬ 


ing in place before you plant 
the raise beds or the garden 
plot. No sense growing all that 
good stuff and letting the crit¬ 
ters get to it before you do. 
Happy growing.

Library board approves $3,336 million budget 


Trustee inquires about lowering tax rate

The library board of 
trustees unanimously 
voted to approve its final 
budget for the upcoming 
fiscal year with a few 
changes to its April draft. 

Director Pam Mullins 
increased anticipated 
carryover for reserves 
for the next year by 
$100,000, bringing the 
total amount from $19 to 
$2 million. 

The amount of antici¬ 
pated revenue, mostly 
garnered from the 
library’s property taxes, 
remained the same at a 
budgeted $1,336 million, 
$1.3 million of the total 
anticipated to come from 
tax receipts. 

The board opted not 
to increase employees’ 
salaries by 2.96 percent 
for the consumer price 
index, lowering overall 
salary spending, includ¬ 
ing medical and retire¬ 
ment benefits, by $12,000 
for the upcoming year. 

Mullins said even 
with paying off the loan 
for the library’s 2005 
building expansion, 
there should be no need 
to touch the library’s 
reserves. 

“I did not build a tax 
increase into this bud¬ 


get,” she said. 

“I don’t see the need to 
plan a tax increase.” 

Trustee Brian Proctor, 
saying he was “playing 
devil’s advocate” asked 
Mullins what would 
happen if the library 
lowered its tax rate — to 
be fixed at the board’s 
August meeting — for 
the upcoming fiscal 
year and personal prop¬ 
erty assessments had 
decreased. 

If the library lowered 
its tax rate, Mullins 
said, the library would 
definitely receive less 
income if assessment 
values for existing and 
new personal properties 
were lower. 

“If we see there’s 
a huge drop in assess¬ 
ments, that would neces¬ 
sitate re-looking at the 
budget again,” Mullins 
said, adding that amend¬ 
ing the budget would 
be an option if a lower 
tax rate did not bring in 
needed revenue for the 
library. 

In a follow-up inter¬ 
view, Mullins said the 
bulk of the library’s 
property tax revenue is 
received from November 
to January. 

Last year the library 
garnered more than 
$1.1 million in prop¬

erty taxes by the end of 
January 2012, she said, as 
compared to only $684 
received in October 2011. 

The board has fixed 
the same tax rate, at 88 
cents per $1,000 assessed 
value, since 2009. 

“We haven’t seen, 
as far as I’m aware, 
any large decreases or 
increases in property val¬ 
ues,” Mullins said, adding 
that she was not includ¬ 


ing any new property 
assessments in her data. 

Mullins said she 
based her information 
on assessed values for 
properties from a report 
by the state department 
of library and archives, 
which received local 
property assessment 


numbers from the PVA 
office. 

In addition to lower¬ 
ing overall personnel 
costs, Mullins said she 
reallocated $8,000 from 
professional services, 
lowering that line item 
from $63,000 to $55,000. 

In an article by The 
Anderson News on the 
library’s draft budget, 
Mullins said about 80 
percent of those funds 
would be used to prepare 
financial and architec¬ 
tural documents and 
plans for a potential 
library expansion. 

“It doesn’t look like 
we’re going to be mov¬ 
ing quite as quickly on 
expansion as we had 
anticipated,” she said. 


Other reallocations for 
the 2012-2013 $3,336 mil¬ 
lion budget include: 

• $300 increase in peri¬ 
odicals 

• $3,000 increase in 
electronic materials 

• $2,000 increase in 
supplies 

• $4,000 increase in 
computer maintenance 
and software 

• $1,000 increase in 
the general operating 
(including advertising) 
budget 

• $300 decrease for 
the library’s outreach 
vehicle 

• $10,000 increase in 
capital outlay, which 
includes furnishings, 
equipment and comput¬ 
er hardware for a total 


$52,000. 


Other business 

The library’s first 
job fair led to 15 out of 
the 49 who attended to 
receive employment. 

“I would consider that 
to be a good ratio,” Mul¬ 
lins said. 

Several businesses 
held a job fair for Ander¬ 
son County residents in 
April, and the library 
plans to hold a similar 
job fair in June. 

The board of trustees 
will hold its next meet¬ 
ing on June 19 at 6:30 
p.m. at the library.

Ruff Country Retreat offers 
much more than pet grooming 


A my Lewitt needed a sec¬ 
ond job, but likely never 
figured the one she landed 
would become her life’s calling. 

Lewitt, owner of Ruff Country 
Retreat at 1103 Enterprise Road, 
was working in the travel industry 
when she decided to earn some 
extra money working for a large 
chain pet store. 

“I was just drawn to the groom¬ 
ing department,” she said. “I loved 
it, and loved working with the 
people and the animals. 

“It just took off from there. I 
changed careers, and here I am.” 

“Here” is in Lawrenceburg, 
Lewitt’s still-new home after leav¬ 
ing Massachusetts two years ago 
in search of better weather, bet¬ 
ters schools for her children and a 
lower cost of living. 

About a year ago, Lewitt 
opened Ruff Country Retreat, a 
full service facility that features 
everything from traditional 
grooming services to a day spa, 
facials for dogs and even walks on 
nature trails. 

Lewitt said the majority of her 
business involves routine groom¬ 
ing, but to the dogs and cats she 
cares for, the treatment they get is 
anything but. 

That treatment includes nail 
filing — a big help for pet own¬ 
ers with hardwood floors — teeth 
brushing, aromatherapy shampoo 
and even facials. 

Lewitt said a doggie facial is 
typically done on dogs with runny 
eyes, which tends to stain their 
fur. 

“A typical Maltese will have 
brown discharge from its eyes,” 
she said. “I use a gentle shampoo 
and a facial scrub to help clean 
that up.” 

Not that the pampering ends 
there. Pets may also be boarded at 
Ruff Country, or simply utilize its 
doggie day care. 

Located just a short jog off 
Highway 44 on Enterprise Road, 
Ruff Country Retreat is nestled 
into a wooded area that includes 
plenty of fenced-in areas for dogs 
to stretch their eager legs. For 
exercise, Lewitt takes them on 30- 
minute nature trail hikes, allows 
them time for socialization and 
makes sure they get plenty of 
potty breaks. 

“This really is a retreat for ani¬ 
mals,” she said. “I try to cater to 
them and offer personalize service 
versus just having them in and 
out. 

“It’s more of a homey atmo¬ 
sphere than a kennel because they 
get to go on trail hikes and have 
plenty of play time.” 

And, she said, the pets she cares 
for are well aware of the differ¬ 
ence. 

“I get a lot of great feedback 
from the owners,” she said. “When 
they say my name, their pets get 
excited instead of being terrified 
of coming. 

“When they leave they aren’t as 
nervous or exhausted and they are 
really happy, feel good and have 
new life.” 

That includes cats, which 
Lewitt said can be tremendously 
difficult when it comes to groom¬ 
ing and care. 

“Most groomers won’t groom 
cats,” she said. “They can be dan¬ 
gerous, but I take care of them 
and enjoy doing it.”

Lewitt said statistics show that 
groomers are much more likely to 
be injured by a cat, but the danger 
isn’t limited to the human. 

“There is 


the skin and which is the mat.” 

With 17 years of grooming 
experience under her belt, Lewitt 
said the most gratifying part of 
her career isn’t 


potential for an 
injury to the 
cat, too,” she 
said. 

“Water and 
cats don’t mix 
that well, and 
sometimes 
they will flip 
out — and 
don’t even care 

where they fly. They can really 
hurt themselves.” 

Lewitt said another challenge 
is trying to shave a cat, a service 
at which she has plenty of experi¬ 
ence. 

“Their skin is a lot different 
than a dog’s,” she said. 

“It’s very thin and moves a lot. 
Owners will say they’ve tried to 
cut a big chunk of matted hair 
away and I’ll cringe because if it’s 
a bad mat, it’s hard to tell which is

the shampooing 
and pamper¬ 
ing. Instead, she 
takes the most 
satisfaction in 
knowing she has 
helped the ani¬ 
mals she cares 
for, and their 
owners. 

“Sometimes 

the owners don’t see subtle 
changes in their animals’ health,” 
she said. “Something I’ve taken 
pride in is pointing out real health 
concerns, such as a pet dropping 
weight, putting on weight or hav¬ 
ing a strange growth. 

“When I do, I recommend tak¬ 
ing them to a vet and, in some 
cases, find out that it was a life¬ 
saving or changing situation. 
That’s the real satisfying part of 
my work.”

H ow do you 20 about giving 
back to God?

tithe? Is 10 percent 
enough?

I often 
wonder if I am person¬ 
ally giving enough 
or doing enough to 
please God financially. 

Well, let’s take a 
look at what the Bible 
tells us about giving. 
Deuteronomy 14:22: 

Moses tells the Chil¬ 
dren of Israel, “set aside a tenth of 
all your fields” and goes on to say 
give the Lord the very best offer¬ 
ings. 

Moses elaborates in Deut. 16:16: 
“No man should appear before the 
Lord empty handed.” 


The Apostle Paul commended 
the Church at Corinth for giving 
and sharing. 2 Cor. 8:10-12: “Last 
year you were the first not only to 
give but also to have the desire to 
do so. Now finish the work, so that 
your willingness to do it may be 
matched by your completion of it, 
according to your means. 

“For if the willingness is there, 
the gift is acceptable according 
to what one has, not according to 
what one doesn’t have.” 

I think these passages sum up 
what God expects of a Christian 
financially. 

It’s clear we are to give and give 
the best of what we can. 

Paul says to give what we have, 
not what we don’t have. He also 
explains we should give as much 
as we can, especially in proportion 
to what God has given us.

I think it’s very important how 
Paul points out that the amount 
you give is less important than 
the degree of cheerfulness in your 
heart for giving. 

Paul’s letter helps me under¬ 
stand what God expects of me, 
and you. 

Where are you at in your giv¬ 
ing back to God? 

Think of all you have and all 
of your blessings. Do you tithe, 
give more than 10 percent, or do 
you give anything at all back to 
your creator who has given you 
the very breath you breathe? 

The focal point is that it all 
belongs to God.

Porn case postponed as bargaining continues

A Lawrenceburg man 
who told police he had 
“sexual desires for chil¬ 
dren” was given a new 
court date in Shelby Cir¬ 
cuit Court on Monday 
Mark Hawks, 50, had 
his case rescheduled 
from last month to June 
19 because prosecutors 
still were working on 
negotiating a plea offer 
on child pornography 
charges. 

Shelby Circuit Judge 
Charles Hickman said 
that he did not intend 
to let the case go very 
much longer without 
being resolved. 

“At that time [June 


19], we will either have 
a disposition [of the 
case] or set a trial date,” 
he said. “This has been 
going on way too long.” 

Hawks was indicted 
in Anderson County in 
July 2011 on 70 counts of 
possession and distribu¬ 
tion of child pornogra¬ 
phy. 

The charges include 
10 counts of first-degree 
distribution of matter 
portraying a sexual per¬ 
formance by a minor 
and 60 counts of possess¬ 
ing matter portraying a 
sexual performance by a 
minor. 

All 70 indictments are 
Class D felonies. 

In Shelby County, he 
is facing 40 counts of dis¬ 


tributing child pornog¬ 
raphy. He was charged 
with those offenses 
the day after he was 
charged in Anderson 
County. 

Commonwealth 
Attorney Laura Donnell, 
who represents both 
counties, said the charg¬ 
es in Anderson County 
relate to Hawks’ alleg¬ 
edly possessing and dis¬ 
tributing child pornog¬ 
raphy from his address 
in Shelby County. She 
said the Shelby County 
charges are related to 
his distributing similar 
images at his place of 
employment. 

The charges stem 
from a Kentucky State 
Police investigation that 


began outside Hawks’ 
home in March 2011. 

In his affidavit for 
a search warrant, KSP 
Det. Bill Collins said he 
used the state police 
Child Protection System 
to observe files being 
downloaded to Hawks’ 
Internet provider 
address on March 5. He 
said the files included 
names consistent with 
child exploitation files. 

From there the inves¬ 
tigation revealed that 
Hawks was downloading 
child pornography. 

Collins wrote that he 
was also able to obtain 
Hawks’ Time Warner/ 
Roadrunner subscriber 


information from the 
company’s headquarters 
in Herndon, Va., estab¬ 
lishing that Hawks was 
receiving and transmit¬ 
ting files that contained 
child pornography. 

Hawks was arrested at 
his home in April 2011, 
and his laptop, Blackber¬ 
ry phone and a thumb 
drive were confiscated. 

In his report, Collins 
said that after Hawks 
was arrested, he admit¬ 
ted possessing and dis¬ 
tributing child pornog¬ 
raphy and that he had 
“sexual desires toward 
children,” according to 
documents on file in 
Anderson Circuit Court.

Who will pay 
for expanding 
prep sports? 

T he end of the school year is 

always one of the busiest - and 
wackiest — times of the year in 
prep sports. 

Last week, I was at the University 
of Kentucky on Thursday for state 
tennis and at the University of Louis¬ 
ville on Saturday for state 
track. 

Monday, I was at Spen¬ 
cer County High School 
for district softball and 
last night was scheduled 
to be at Collins High in 
Shelby ville for district 
baseball. 

If the Anderson 
County baseball and 
softball teams won their 
first round games, both 
are scheduled to play at 6 
p.m. tonight (Wednesday) 
for their respective district titles. 

Rain and graduations can make the 
schedules wacky. Several years ago, 
the schedule for the Eighth Region 
baseball tournament was that a game 
would be played at 5 p.m. if one team 
made it, but at 8 if another team did. 
True story. 

Sometimes, that can drive you 
absolutely nuts. But it can also be part 
of the charm of prep sports. They are 
big. They are important, especially to 
those involved or connected to a team 
or league. 

From a pure emotion standpoint, I 
would take the high schools over the 
big-time colleges any day of the week. 
The tears that are shed at the end of a 
season often mark the end of careers 
and special times for families. 

Scholastic sports are strong. The 
crowds aren’t what they were 20 years 
ago in most places, but participation 
appears to be better than ever. I really 
don’t have any facts and figures, but 
my eyes can see the trends very well. 

Which brings us to the dilemma 
facing high school sports today. 

More and more kids are playing 
the games. There are more and more 
opportunities for kids to play as well. 
The Kentucky High School Athletic 
Association sanctions 17 sports, of 
which Anderson County fields teams 
in 15 of them. There are other non- 
sanctioned sports as well. 

Yet, at the same time, school sys¬ 
tems everywhere are making budget 
cuts. 

You do the math. Who is going to 
pay for more and more sports in our 
schools? 

Let it be said that more kids taking 
part is a good thing. There’s no ques¬ 
tion about that. 

But the reality of life is that 
fielding teams is usually an expen¬ 
sive proposition. There are playing 
facilities to secure, equipment and 
uniforms to buy and coaches to pay. 
That’s just the start. 

Over the last couple of years, the 
Kentucky High School Athletic Asso¬ 
ciation has added several new sports 
to the ones it had already sanctioned. 
Bowling is now a part of the associa¬ 
tion’s program as is, believe it or not, 
bass fishing. 

There is nothing wrong with either 
move, but again you have to wonder 
who foots the bill? 

(I might add that Anderson County 
High School has added neither sport 
to its offerings at this point.) 

In addition, many schools offer 
other club sports. Some throughout 
the state offer field hockey while oth¬ 
ers offer lacrosse. A community club 
lacrosse team also started in Anderson 
County this year, but positions on the 
team were not limited to Anderson 
County High School and the school 
system did not buy uniforms or 
equipment, as I understand it. And, I 
applaud those involved with the sport 
in getting their own funding and not 
using tax dollars. 

In a lot of ways, those develop¬ 
ments are good. There are proven 
correlations between taking part in 
some extra-curricular activities and 
academic excellence. 

But some other facts are that in the 
2010-11 school year, Anderson County 
High School had about $40,000 bud¬ 
geted for sports. That did not include 
coaching salaries and transportation 
costs which combined for over a quar¬ 
ter of a million dollars. 

Another fact is that school systems 
everywhere are having to cut budgets 
and, in some cases personnel, even 
educators. With tough choices being 
made, it makes little sense to be add¬ 
ing the expense of more sports, no 
matter how noble the intention. 

I also fear in the very near future

LEXINGTON - This time, there 
was little else Ty Glover and T.J. Pham 
could do. 

The magic that had carried them in 
a surprising run through the Eighth 
Region and to a berth in the state ten¬ 
nis tournament suddenly came to an 
end last Thursday. The DuPont Manual 
team of Sam and Aaron Stromberg saw 
to that. 

The Stromberg brothers turned 
back everything that Glover and Pham 
could muster on the way to a 6-1,6-2 
win in the first round of the tourna¬ 
ment at the University of Kentucky.

In just the second game, the Ander¬ 
son team got its only win in the first 
set when Glover ripped one just inside 
the left boundary for the point that 
clinched the game. His next shot was a

LOUISVILLE - Things are just dif¬ 
ferent when the stage is the biggest. 

Just ask Anderson County track 
performers Tiffany Yount and Cam¬ 
eron Robinson. They made the Class 
3A state track meet, held Saturday at 
the University of Louisville’s Cardinal 
Park, but neither was particularly 
happy with the result. 

Yount’s best effort in her three 
attempts in the long jump was a 13- 
07.75, almost 2 feet below her personal 
best of 15-05 at the regional meet eight 
days before. Yount finished at the 
bottom of 23 competitors at the state. 
However, had she matched her effort 
from the week before, it would have 
put Yount, a sophomore, in the middle 
of the pack at the state. 

Ashley Woolum, of North Laurel, 
took the title with a 17-03.25 effort. 

Yount’s best jump was her first, 
which surprised her. “Usually, my sec¬ 
ond jump is my best,” she said. “I don’t 
know what happened.” 

Robinson saw just how much dif¬ 
ferent things were for the state as he 
and his family were stuck in the major 
traffic jam caused by road construction 
and the NCAA softball tournament 
going on next door. He arrived at Cardi¬ 
nal Park as the meet officials were giv¬ 
ing the final instructions to the vault- 
ers. A few minutes later and Robinson, 
a junior, would have been disqualified. 

Robinson failed to clear the start¬ 
ing height of 10-06, a foot higher than 
what his state qualifying effort was.

Baseball is a strange game 
at times.

cross-court rocket that put Anderson up 15-0 in the 
third game. 

But the Strombergs were unfazed and rallied to 
win the next five games to take the first set. Ander¬ 
son surged to a 2-0 lead in the second set, but the Lou¬ 
isville team was never rattled and won the final six 
games of the match.

“It’s a growing process,” Ander¬ 
son coach Adam Turner said.
